Tho gambling device 
ia arranged on a picco ot paper in the 
form of a circle, about three inches in 
diameter., The bean ia placed in tbo 
center of tbo circle and the player over 
whose section it passes over the circle

Costly Work Where There is No 


Right of Way. 


Itoad building on the West Shle, in 


Supervisor Foster's diatrict, seems to he 
a 
peculiar industry. 
The ordinary 


methods do not appear to he followed 
with that degree of care which ia to be 
expected in aucb. caBce. The expensive 
embankments across the JamCB lands, 
intended for a road, and winch the 
builders claim wore constructed by or- 
der of Supervisor Foster, ore still fresh 
in the memory of the people in the 
whole county. The Mile for those; em- 
banitmcntB are not yet paid, and the 
matter is giving much trouble. 


Another case very similar, although 


not BO extensive, has come to the atten- 
tion of the authorities. A road one 
mile in length, and with high embank- 
mentB, coating between »2000and MOOO, 
has been built by Mr. Foster's orders, 
and not one rod of the right of way baa 
been obtained. No road had been cBtab- 
liahed them and none ordered. ThiB 
unauthorized road commences just west 
of White's bridge, and follows a due 
weBt course one mile. The eatablielied 
county road iollowa a Eouthwest courae. 
The new road extends one mile and 
there stops. The only way to make it 
of any use is to build another road con- 
necting it with, the established rood. 
This will bo an additional expense, and 
rights of way inuBt be obtained. But 
the whole thing is uncalled lor, as the 
old road is shorter than the new one.

Old provision tins, for 
instance, are full of money; the lead 
soldering is removed and melted down 
into cakes, while tbe tint goes to make 
children's toyB. 
Old boots, however 


bad, always contain in the arch of the 
foot at least one sound piece that will 
serve again, and generally there are two 
or three others in the sole, the heel 
and at the back. Scraps of paper go to 
the cardboard factory, orange peel to 
the marmalade maker, and so on. Ihe 
ideas suggested ore not always agree- 
able, and to see a rag picker fishing or- 
ange peel out of the basket ie enough 
to make one forswear marmalade; but 
there is worse than that. The most val- 
uable refuse—thatwhicli fetches2 francs 
the kilo—ia hair; the long goes to the 
hairdresser, while the short 18 used, 
among other things, lor clarifying oils.
